tainly did not make for good Soccer. : 

True, many of these pitches are in poor condition 
through no fault of the Soccer clubs, but there are Many 
grounds which could be greatly improved by the efforts of 
the clubs using them. i 

Grounds where the presence of a cricket pitch causeg’a 
muddy patch in heavy weather are unfortunately numerous 
in the Soccer world. That cannot be helped, but a reason-" 
able amount of work by some of the clubs could make t! e 
grounds a little less like paddy fields. 

Much worse is the littering of grounds with bottles, 
usually in broken fragments. Broken glass, bricks and 
boulders do not make good Soccer pitches, but some clubs’ 
seem to think they do. en 

There are not many Soccer grounds in Melbourne which 
have been laid on dumps. For those few there is some 
excuse for an occasional edge of tin can creeping to the 
surface of the ground, but no excuse for leaving it there. 

Clubs which do not clean up their grounds should be 
penalised for their criminal -negligence. They are inviting 
unnecessary injury. ‘ ‘ 

Last Saturday, one captain appealed to a referee to 
declare such a ground unplayable, but it was a vain plea. 
The game went on. =. 

If the clubs will not do anything to make their pitches 
safe, they should be excluded from the League. Maybe 
they will be as soon as some written report is sent in. 

Bottles in another sense were trouble-makers last week. 
At one of the First Division games, at an enclosed ground, 
a group of New Australian youths held a drinking party 
while the game was in progress. A S r } 

Another New Australian of the same nationality, 
was watching the play, reported to “Soccer News’ that, 
when he politely asked the drinkers to be a little quieter 
and more careful where they put their broken bottles, he 
was struck on the head with a beer bottle for his pains. 

Better supervision of grounds to peyenk this sort of thing is essen- 
tial. The name of Soccer must not 
of broken bottles and spilt beer. If Soccer supporters must hold suc 
carousels, they can hold them in their own homes and clear up their 
own messes,

Off-side Law Needs Memorising 


By far the most controversial of the laws of Soccer is 


the off-side law. 


This law plays a big part in every match, and leads to 
endless discussion, on and off the field, the more so when 
the scoring of a goal is in doubt, dnd depends on the deci- 


sion. 


Because of this fact it can be understood why refe- 


@: would like to have official linesmen at every major 


ame, as the linesman is always in a position to signal an 


off-side infringement. 


Incidentally it does not follow 
that a signal from the linesman 
means that the referee must stop 
the game for off-side. On the con- 
trary, there are many things to be 
considered, so that the decision 
rests solely with the referee, who 
may, and should, consult the lines- 
men if there is any doubt. Then 
ne decision is final and irreyoc- 
able. 


To get down to the law itself, 
which is much easier to understand 
than to administer. 

The first thing to note is the ac- 
tual time at which a player should 
be signalled ‘“‘off-side.”” That 
should be at the moment the ball 
is played, and not, as many ima- 
gine, when he plays or receives 
the ball. 


A player running Bargnani 
obbe: 


defence anticipating a long, 
(Qe, is- sometimes yards clear of 


e defenders when he collects the 
ball. This is often the case with 
a free kick. 

Immediately the cry goes up— 
“off-side”—but of course he is not 
if he was, and in the case of a free 
kick, he invariably is on-side when 
the ball was kicked, 

Running Back 

Another case is that of a player 
standing in an off-side position who 
runs back into an on-side position 
to collect a pass. When he is 
flagged “‘off-side,” he turns round 
an appeals, and can point to the 
defenders ahead of him. 


_ But he was in an off-side posi- 
tion when the ball was kicked, and 
is therefore off-side. 


The basis of the whole thing i 
that a player can not be off-side 
while there are two opponents 
nearer their own goal line than he 
is when the ball is played. 


Take note of the word “nearer,” 
and do not interpret it as “be- 
tween.” Some people consider 
that the defenders must be between 
the attacker and the goal. This is 
wrong. 

The defenders may be nearer 
the goal-line, but over on the other 
side of the field. It does not mat- 
ter. 

The two opponents are usually 
the goalkeeper and one defender, 
but need not necessarily include 
the keeper. 

Let's take a look at some of the 
conditions governing this law. 

Behind the Ball : 

Firstly, the player will be sig- 
nalled “‘off-side,” if he is so at the 
moment the ball is played. But it 
goes without saying that if he is 
ahead of the defence he is also 
ahead of the ball. 

When two forwards break 
through and one passes the ball 
across the goal to the other, after 
having drawn the ‘keeper, the se- 
cond man can not be “off-side, 
even though the defence is miles 
away. As long as he is behind the 
ball when it is passed to him he is 
on-side,

Dear Sir, 


I have been ee of ways and meana of overcoming players 


transferring from one clu! 


to another in the middle of the season. 


I am led to believe, though open to correction, that amateurs can 
not be held by a club, and are free to move from one club to another 
almost at will, yet on the other hand I am informed that the Victorian 

lts players, when finished with the Colts, must return to the club 
y were with previously for a complete season, 


If my information is correct this is an absolute contradiction. 


I think it would be good for the 
competition if some system or 
agreement for retaining players, 
at least for an entire season, could 
be devised. Clubs would then be 
able to assess their potential 
strength at the beginning of the 
season and plan accordingly. 

Transfers Upsetting 

With the present set up a player 
dropped for two weeks running ap- 
plies for a transfer to another 
club, especially if he is unreason- 
able. This upsets the club’s plans 
for the season. If no transfers 
were allowed that player would 

lay in the reserves and try to play 
bis way back into the first team, 
thus perpine himself and his club. 

I think that the no transfer sys 
tem is a good one, but how to in- 
troduce it satisfactorily is a diffi- 
cult problem. Since no club can 
qe a transfer without ex- 

me justification, I suggest that 
a gentlemen’s agreement between 
ante not to accept a player who 
has already started the season with 
another club be adopted. 4 

I would invite readers to send in 
their suggestions to “Soccer News’ 


so that something worthwhile can 
be worked out. 


Players’ Pool 


I would also like to see a players’ 
pool introduced by the association 
By this means all unsigned players, 
or those seeking transfers at the 
end of the season, would be listed, 
together with personal and playing 
TtrmiAtinol experience and clubs 
played for. 
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This list would be posted to 
every club before the season ao 
that they could all approach the 
players concerned without fear of 
being called touters. 

As only players seeking trans- 
fers, or unsigned for various rea- 
song, would be on this list, it would 
be amended every month, and the 


new signings listed in’ “Soccer 
News" for all to see. 
If this letter does nothing 


more than start people thinking 
about the inadequacies of our pre- 
sent transfer system Iwill be 
quite satisfied,
